Fruit Moulded in Jelly 


One-half box gelatine, 1-2 cup cold 
Water, rind and juice of one lemon, one 
scant cup boiLng Water, one cup sugar, 
one pint orange juice, one cup fruit. 
Soak the gelatine in the cold water 
till soft. Shave the rind of the lemon 
using only the yellow part and soak 
with the gelatine. Pour on the boil- 
ing Water, add the eugar, lemon juice 
and orange juce, Strain through a 
fine napkin into a pitcher, or some- 
thing from whieh it can be poured. 
Wet a mold in cold water and pack it 
in a pan of fee. Put in a layer of Jelly

An English student of Italian lit- 
erature has been at great pains to 
iuvestigate William Shakespeare's in- 
debtedness for his plots and __soback- 
grounds to the Italian novelists. He 
publishes the result of his studies in 
the Gentieman’s Magazine, and it is 
an article ail students of literature 
Will want to read. It reveals the fine 
audacity of Mr. Shakespeare and 
shows how the world o: readers gains 
when great genius takes its own 
where it sinds it. 

These Italian novelists were fine 
workmen and ingenious story-tel ers, 
but Shakespeare clothes their crea- 
Yons in the tlesh and bico! oi peren- 
nial humanity. They made the pup- 
pets of passion, true to the fasliions 
and humors ot their day, and invalu- 
ablo as such; Shakespeare took them 
and gave them that philosophy and 
humanity that rings true through 
ali changes of custom and knowledge 
and philosophy. 

These writers had the faeulty of in- 
vention, of incident and situation and 
dramatic movement and = ciimax. 
Shakespeare may have raliy lacked 
these Igenious faculties of mind, but 
yet he had the dramatie percep- 
tion of life—the whole of life, quick 
and stirring, all emotion and thought 
and passion. 

If the novel had been established in 
England eariier, if the Englisi wri- 
ters had borrowed the form o/ the 


novel irom the Italians bodily, in-

It has a population of 2,187,208 
By its inhabitants Greece is called 
“ Hellas.” 

The mean temperature of Greece is 
4 cegrees Fahrenheit. 

No part of Greece is 40 miles from 
the sea, nor 10 miles from the hills. 
About one-half of the population are 
agriculturists and shepherds. 

It hasan area of 24,977 square miles, 
or a trifle over one-half that of Penn- 
8ylvania. 

Itistheonly country in the world 
Whose armies are provided with the 
Gras guns and paper-covered car- 
tridges. 

The Greek fag 1s a white cross on 
4 blue ground—the Bavarian colors 
and the Greek cross. 

It is more thickly populated than 
with 
Prus- 


any other country in Europe, 
the exceptions of Sweden and 
sia. 

It has few rivers and many hills. 
None of the former are navigable, and 
many of the latter are fortified. 

In the complexity of its make and 
the variety of its natural features 
Greece excels every country in Europe. 

Its present boundary limits were de- 
#rmined) by arrangement between 
Great Britain, Franee, Russia 9 and 
Turkey, concluded at Constantinople 
on July 21st, 1832. 

Only about 70,000 of the inhabitants 
speak any language other than Greek, 
and only about 20,000 profess any re- 
ligion other than the Orthodox. 

The chief characteristics of the av- 
erage Greek are his inquisitiveness, 
forminess for excitement, love of di-eus- 
sion, desire for knowledge, an aptitude 
for learning and aggressive patriot- 
ism. 

Gell onee remarked that in travel- 
ing through the Morea in Mareh he 
found “summer in Mes-enia, spring in 
Laconia and winter in Arcadia,  withi- 
out having moved beyond a radius of 
30> miles.” 

The climate has two striking pecu- 
liarities—the heat in summer and the 
Cold in winter are far more iutense 
than thows of any other country in 
the world lying in the same latitude.

Coming to the Corliss amendment, 
the president says: “The prohibition 
agamst the employment of aliens up- 
on any public works of the United 
States is in line with othcr legislation 
of a like character. It is quite a dif- 
ferent thing, however, to declare it a 
ernme fer an alien tocome regularly 
and habitually into the United States 


from time to time toa foreign country, 
and to constitute apy employment of 
such alien a criminal offence. When 
we consider these propesitions of the 
bell in conneetion with our long north- 
ern frontier and the boundaries of sev- 
eral of our states and territories, often 
but an imaginary line separating them 
from the Britivh dominions, and recall 
the friendly intercourse between the 
people who are neighbors on cither 
side, the provisions of this bill atfect- 
ing them must be regarded as illiberal, 
narrow and un-American.

Abhorrence of the Domination of the | 
Hated Turk is the Basis Christian 
Fanaticism is Said to be the Control- 
ling Sentiment —A Rich Island. 


I came to Chicago in 1893 to the, 
world's fair from Athens, where I was | 
raised, although I am a native of 
Crete, and, leaving there so recent- 
ly, lam quite familiar with the conci- 
tions leading up to the preseut trou-_ 
bie in the land of my birth. I was 
born in Heraklion, Crete, and during 
the revolution of 1866 my parents fled | 
to Athens, where I was rai el. I 
graduated at tlie Athens University, 
alter taking a course in medicine, and | 


have been practicing among the 
Greek people of Chicago since my | 
arrival here. To understand the 


Cause of the present trouble in Crete 


it should be known that the Cretans | 
and the Greeks have in the course oF 
time become practically one people, | 
alike in language, reiigion, customs, | 
dress and ideas, while the Turks, who | 
rule Crete, are entirely foreign . to} 
everything on the island. They have 
never adopted their customs and dre a, 
as they do in Constantinopie } 
Smyrna. They have — their | 
churches and have nothing in | 
mon with the Cretan peop.e. } 
THE NINTH REVOLUTION.

ated tu dispos-ess the Turks from 
the rule of Crete and bring «bout a 
union with Greece. There are about 
250,000 native people in Crete, where- 
as in olden times there were fully 500,- | 
000, Their numbers have been deci- 
mated by the constant revolutions arid 
of course by emigration exceeding the | 
Hatural increase. ‘Of Turks, Arme- | 
Hians and other foreigners from A-fa 
Minor there are about 5,000 who have 
learned to speak the native linguage, | 
a mixture of Greek, Latin and otiier 
tongues, which is Known a: modern 
Greek. 

The trouble is largely of a religious 
nature. Ail the Cretans and Greeks in| 
Crete are of course Greek Catholies, 
having many fine churches in the 
cities, whie the Turks are Mu-sul- 
myns. In olden times the Turks | 
strove to impres: their religious  be- | 
liefs upon the Cretan people, but so 
much trouble resulted that the ef- | 
fort was abandoned, and of jate they 
have contented themselves to stick | 
Closely to their own mosque: and let 
the Cretans or Christians attend Ker- | 
Vices in their own churches, The Turks, | 
by the way, lave ereeted more places | 
of worship in Crete since the subjuga- 
tion of the island than the Christians 
had previous to that time. 

IS VERY FANATICAL. | 

The Cretan {3 intensely fanatical 
about his rel’ gion. In the home of | 
every Christian hangs upon one side 
the pieture of the Christ and on the 
other side his rifle and knife. He be- 
Neves first in the Christ and seeond in 
the arms he keeps to defend his reli- 
gion. In t mes of peace the Turks and 
Christians have little trouble. They 
amuse themselves and work side by 
side lke brothers. Put when warning 
of tronble comes they epring apart 
and divide into faetions in © moment. | 
The Cretans before going into battle 
have services in the ehurches and af- 
ter the prayers they fire voileys 


of 
shots In the a'r. This is the signal for 
War ami the Turks imme i:tely has- 
ten to the cit’es from the ecuntry dis- 
tricts and Join the forees of ‘Turkey, 
While the Christaus rally tigeth r to 
oppose them. 

Canea and other cities of Crete are 
eurroun’ed by walis left from the time 
of the Romans, ten yards wide and 
fifty to sixty feet high. On these wals 
the Turks have planted eannon to de- 
fend the cities, while the Christians 
are obliged to- fight from the ground. 

HABITS OF THE TURKS. 

Most of the Turks Ive in the eities 
and are merchants, although a few of 
them follow farming. The merehante | 
krep gtores Wh ro guns, pi-tols, knives | 
and war implements of ail kinds are 
manufacture!, and it is a pecul ar fact 
that all the butchers of Crete are. 


Turks. The heys, as the high people 
of the Turks are called, are very 


Wealthy ani very Idle. They own pro- 
perty and spend much of their time 
gambling. This is one of the reasons 
that the Cretans are s0 much op- 
posed to them. A few ycars ago the 
beys began sending their sons to the 
University of Athens to le educated, 
and this was a @egn that they were 
beginning to embrace civilization, a@ 
before that they were almost barbar- 
ous. If the Greeks are victorious in 
this attempt to bring about the union 
of Crete and Greece the Turks would 


sel] out their property and lave the 


lsiand, as they would be afraid of the | 
Cretans after that. 

Crete fs a very rich fsland. The 
farmers raise ol ves and fruit, and en- 
gage extensively in dairy business, 
houey making and the raising of nuts 
for the market. Most of thie work Is 
done by the native Cretana, and py 
the way there is no intermarrying be- , 
tween the Turks and natives. If the 
parents of a Cretan girl discover a | 
Turk has fallen in love with her they 
gather together and go out and kill 
the Turk The enmity between the 
people is Intense and natural. While 
my countrymen have liberty in a sense 
they are un‘er the hand of a foreign 
power and want union with Greece, 
with their own people, am! want to 
Crive out the Turk, who is foreign to 
them.

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT. 


London, , March 4.—The parliament- 
ary secretary for the war office, Mr. W. 
Sr. J. Broderick, answering a question 
ia the house of commons to-day, said 
the proposal to create @ regimental 
depot in Canada had been received 
and referred tothe Dominion govern- 
ment. Her Majesty’s government, he 
added, was fully alive to the desira- 
bility of encouraging such movements 
upon the part of the colonies 

The secretary of state 1or the colon- 
ies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, replying 
to a question on this subject to-day, 
stated that six colomal premiers had 
acceted the invitation to visit London 
this year upon the occassion of the 
Queen’s diamond jubilee. The Can- 
adian premier, Mr. Wiltred Laurier, 
Mr. Chamberlain added, had requested 
that he be allowed to consult with his 
colleagues. 

The parliamentary secretary of the 
foreign office, Mr. Geo. W. Curzon, in 
answer to a question regarding the 
mutiny of gendarmes at Canea, island 
of Crete, on Tuesday Jast, contirmed 
the reports of the affair, and said the 
government could not accept the re- 
sponsibility of advising the withdrawal 
of Mosley truops and gendarmes from 
Crete as a condition and a precedent 
for the withdrawal of Greek troops 
from the island, explaining that such 
acuurse would probably be followed 
by a most deplorable loss of life.
